Governor Blocks 


License Exemption 


Harrisburgr, July 7 
(fP)—Governor 


James H. Duff vetoed today as 
"clearly unconstitutional" ,a bill that 
would have exempted veterans' clubs 
from Pennsylvania's liquor license 
quota law for 18 months. 


"Making a separate class of vet- 


erans' organizations for the purpose 
of receiving licenses to sell liquor 
would, in our opinion, amount to 
special legislation and be clearly un- 
constitutional," the governor said in 
his veto message. 


The bill passed by the General As- 


sembly after long controversy was 
designed to permit clubs of national- 
ly recog.nized veterans' organizations 
to obtain liquor licenses for 18 
months from September 1 without 
regard to the quota law which limits 
the number of licenses in any com- 
munity to one for each 1,000 popula- 
tion.

PUZZLING U.S, 


San Francisco, July 7 (/P)—Prom 


one end of the country to the other, 
new reports of disk-like "flying 
saucers" 
skimming through 
the 


skies today added wto the mystery 
which has baffled the nation since 
June 25. 


There was no satisfactory expla- 


nation of the phenomenon. The 
saucers first were reported seen in 
the state of Washington on June 
25. Then persons in other western 
states said they had seen them. The 
peak came over the July 4 holiday, 
wl>en they first were reported seen 
east of the Mississippi. 


The latest tabulation showed the 


mystery objects had been reported 
•seen in 38 states, the restrict of 
Columbia and Canada. 


Still a Mystery 


The army, the navy and the 


Atomic Energy commission all dis- 
claimed any connection with the 
mystery. An Army Air Forces spokes- 
man in Washington said the AAF 
had been checking the reports but 
added that "we stilt"' haven't the| 
slightest idea what they could foe." 


Some scientists suggested that re- 


flections of light, such as from air- 
craft, might account for the bright 
objects which have been reported. 
In some cases, the observers have 
insisted that the "saucers" have 
been accompanied by sound. 


At Towanda, Pa.t Mrs. A. C. Smith 


said she saw two "flying saucers" 
in the sky above her home. 


Declaring the energy of the ob- 


jects was apparently spent, Mrs. 
Smith said the saucers "hovered 
about 20 feet off the ground." then 
bobbed 
about, 
merged 
together, 


separated and disappeared. 


"Merely Mirages" 


They looked like "saucers of in- 


tense light" about six to eight inches 
in diameter, she said. 


Dr. Aurel Aczel, editor of a Hun- 


—gatias-laaguage newspaper at Phil- 


adelphia, said he believed the flying 
saucers were merely mirages. 


"Years ago I have seen similar 


things on the Egyptian desert and 
on the Buszta, or the Hungarian 
plains. At sea I have also seen mir- 
ages of ships known to be a great 
distance away," Dr. Aczel said. 
"From my studies and observations 
in the past I believe these discs are 
mirages "of planes."'

BATTLE OF ISMS 
MAY MEAN WAR 
TO PESSIMISTS 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

The battle of the isms between the j 


Russian bloc and Che western democ- 
racies is intensifying as the result 
of Moscow's curt refusal to join in 
a unified program for the economic 
rehabilitation of stricken Europe—a 
refusal generally accepted in the 
western world as signifying Soviet 
intentions to push the campaign for 
the communization of all the con- 
tinent, and other lands. 


That's a disconcerting develop- 


ment, though not unexpected. It 
'•.likely means an ideological fight to 
a finish. However, it strikes me we 
shall make a mistake if we adopt the 
pessimistic viewpoint being advanced 
by some that this ideological warfare 
necessarily 
means 
combat 
with 


bombs and guns. 


Of course we should oe foolish not 


to recognize that the battle of isms 
might grow into a clash at arms, and 
we certainly must be prepared for all 
contingencies. But the real danger 
of war lies in permitting aggressive 
communism to expand and gain 
power by using strong arm methods 
on helpless countries. If such e'x- 
pansion is halted now, 'the danger 
of war will be lessened and perhaps 
nullified. 


So we shall do well to avoid de- 


veloping a complex that war is in- 
evitable. Such a complex is a breeder I 
of war. 


The greatest bulwark against ag- 


gressive communism would be an 
economically healthy Europe, and 
the Anglo-French allies are proceed- 
ing energetically with arrangements 
for the conference of nations to con- 
sider the economic program proposed 
by U. S. Secretary of State Marshall. 
As demonstrating that Russia's co- 
i operation still is wanted, London 
and Paris at the week-end sent new 
notes to Moscow, expressing the 
hope that the Soviet decision to 
boycott the American plan wasn't 
final.

MANY FLOWERS 


BLOOM QUICKLY 


If July comes with no flower 


seeds sown, there is still time to 
have flowers in your garden. Sup- 
pose you demanded a combination 
of flowers which would germinate 
in five days (in warm weather) and 
flower in thirty to forty. Here are 
some you might get: ' 


Zinnias, ageratum, alyssum, can- 


dytuft, centaureas, 
clarkia, cyno- 


glossum, annual sunflowers, mom- 
ing glories, annual pinks, leptosyne, 
linaria, marigolds, poppies. 


Such a list might be very much 


enlarged 
by 
including 
varieties 


which will germinate in a week or 
ten days. But it would be interest- 
ing to see what sort of garden could 
be made of just a few flower fami- 
lies, seeking interest by using dif- 
ferent colors and types. 


Take zinnias for 
example—they 


could hardly be omitted from, a gar- 
den of annuals. There are the small- 
flowered singles, the small lilliput 
doubles, the intermediate or "pum- 
ila" type and the giant flowered va- 
rieties. 'They give an abundance of 
pink, red, orange and yellow varie- 
ties with a few lavenders. A whole 
border might be planted mostly to 
zinnias, provided one used enough 
ageratum, centaurea and cynoglos- 
sum to introduce the needed blue 
tones. 


There is no reason to confine your 


sowing to the quickest germinating 
subjects. All annuals can be sown 
at this time and will bear flowers 
by mid-August. They grow much 
faster in warm weather and their 
flowers are finest in the last half of 
[the season, usually improving until 
frost arrives.

Gardening Is Exercise I 
That Benefits All Ages 


Plant Food Needed 


In Summer Gardens 


When summer sowing are made in 


the home vegetable garden of sec- 
ond crops, to follow early vegetables 
which have been cleared off, and 
keep the land busy, it is just as im- 
portant that plant food be provided 
as in the spring. 


The placement method of appli- 


cation, by spreading plant food in 
shallow trenches on both sides of the 
row where seed are sown, will give 
maximum efficienry. If the first crop 
on the same space received the 
standard ration of four pounds to 
100 feet of row (two pounds on each 
side) and if results from this feed- 
ing were good, then the seconc 
feeding may be reduced as much as 
half. But if there is any doubt in 
your mind about the fertilifev-of-your 


bushes yigorous and free-flowering, 
is probably the 
mostH important 


task to claim the attention of 'the 
gardener at this season. Flowering 
quince, 
forsythia, 
weigelia, 
lilac, 


deutzia, 'snowballs, beautybush, the 
various 
spring-flowering 
spireas, 


and others which bloom before the 
end of June should be pruned as 
soon as possible after they have 
flowered. 


Pruning at this season/ is advised 


because these shrubs will flower 
next 
spring 
on this 
summer's 


growth. Pruning them in late winter 
or early spring is a common mistake 
for much of the bloom is sacrificed. 
Only rose-of-sharon, 'butterfly bush, 
vitex and other shrubs which bloom 
in late summer or early fall on the 
new growth are benefited by prun- \ 
ing in late .winter or early spring. 


Cut Out Dead Wood 


Correct pruning of the spring- 


flowering shrubs does not consist of 
clipping off the ends of the branches 
or shearing them' off flat on top 
r into symmetrical globes. Tlnfor- 
unately, one cannot give any very 
efinite rules, because the shrubs 
iiffer 
so greatly in manner of 


growth and bloom that for best re- 
ults they cannot be treated exactly 
like. 
All pruning may begin hy remov- 


ing all dead and diseased branches, 
t also is advisable to remove some 
f the older branches, cutting them 
ut at the base. This will permit 
ght and air to enter and induce the 
evelopment of young, ' vigorous 
hoots 
which Will flower freely, 


pireas and forsythias, particularly, 
uickly show neglect of this thin- 
ing, becoming choked with old 
terns which prevent the new shoots 
rom obtaining sufficient light. If 
runing is done in this manner the 
latural beautiful habit of the shrub 
vill be maintained. 


Remove Old Branches 


If pruning is done annually -'im- 


mediately after flowering, the re- 
moval each year of some of the 
Ider branches at the base is usually 
all that is necessary. If one wishes 
Jie bushes to remain moderate in 
size, it is advisable to cut back some 
of the remaining branches a little 
below the flower clusters, where new

Rutabagas For Winter Storage 
The season's final dateline for 


sowing turnip seed for this region 
is, according to experience, around 
July 20. Rutabagas, close relatives 
of the turnip, require 20 to 30 ad- 
ditional days to reach 
maturity, 


therefore, sowing time is somewhere 
near June 20 to 25. Many commer- 
cial grocers allow five to six weeks 
more time for rutabagas. 


Both turnips and rutabagas are 


cool weather vegetables. For this 
reason they should be started as 
late as their respective maturing 
dates permit. South of the latitude 
of Indianapolis and the Potomac 
River gardeners should grow turnips 
instead of the less hardy rutabaga. 
But emphasis is placed on this 
vegetable in regions where it thrives 
because it is a tasty addition to 
the winter diet, is fairly rich ^in 
vitamins, and keeps well in a moist, 
copl cellar or buried in an outdoor 


it. It is, in fact, an excellent food 
rop to grow for all winter use 
nd local marketing. 
Rutabagas demand a fertile loam 
nd a fine, mellow seed bed. TJsual- 


where a heavily fertilized earlier 


rop like potatoes has been removed, 
utabagas do 'well without any ad- 
itional preparations except working 
IB soil into a finely pulverized bed. 
Home gardeners may find it ad- 
isable to grow both rutabagas and 
urnips in rows in order to thin the 
lants to stand at proper distances 
or good development of the roots, 
eed being small, gardeners are un- 
ble to broadcast seed safely without 
rowding the plants. And thinning 
f broadcast rutabagas and turnips 
s a difficult task. Of course, both 
nay be thinned when plants are

4. Plant a few stray hills of Hub- 


bard squash near the regular squash, 
preferably about a week to 10 days 
ahead of the regular plantings. 
These serve as "trap" plants. When 
the borers are well established in 
these earlier plants, pull and burn 
the infested plants. 


5. If examinations reveal the borer 


soon after it has entered a plant, 
slit the stem carefully lengthwise 
with a razor blade and kill the pest 
in its feeding place.

Fire Fighting: On Farms 


"Saving lives and property from 


farm fires requires trained manpow- 
er." says Miscellaneous Publication 
612, 
a new boiled-down treatise on 


the practical phases of protecting 
farm buildings and farm families 
from the constant menace of fires. 
Following are brief excerpts from 
this" helpful bulletin: 


The best preparation for fighting 


farm fires effectively is to train 
cooperative groups for each neigh- 
borhood. In such cooperation 
all 


the men, the women and the youth 
can play definite parts !for the 
welfare of their own and neighbor- 
ing communities. 


Farm firemen need to know three 


important facts: Q) How to get 
people out of a burning building 
safely: (2) How to rescue the injured 
and helpless; and (3) How to save 
property. 


Training starts at home. Every 


farm family should know how to 
act quickly in case of fire. 


The first five minutes are most 


important—to rescue the family, £o 
send out an alarm for help, to fight 
the fire before it gets beyond con- 
trol.

three 


fuel, hqat, and oxygen. Shut off 
the supply of any of these three, 
and the fire will go out. And just 
as there are three essentials of a 
fire, 
s>o there are three ways of 


putting it out—(1) It can be starved 
by removing the supply of fuel; (2) 
It can be smothered by shutting off 
the supply of air; and (3) The heat 
can be reduced by cooling to a 
point where burning ceases. 


HOME GARDENS 
NEED THINNING 
TO GROW WELL 


The 
chief 
cause" for lack of 


quality in home garden vegetables 
grown in fertile soil witlx good care 
is crowding, which is caused by fail- 
ure to thin out the row so each 
plant has sufficient room to develop 
properly. This failure often stems 
from resistance on the part of the 
gardener, who cannot bring him- 
self to destroy the seedling plants 
which have grown from the seed 
sown. 


Another reason may be the work 


involved when „ seects 
have 
been 


sown too thickly. It is not uncom- 
mon for ten times the required num- 
_ber of seeds to be sown, so that 90 
per cent of the seedlings must be 
pulled up. That is obviously exces- 
sive. The rate of seeding even for 
small seeds should not exceed fif- 
teen seeds a foot except where ger- 
mination is known to be much lower 
than standard. 


Thin Out Gradually 


Even with high-germinating seeds, 


it is advisable to sow more than 
you will have room to mature, be- 
cause accidents are always possible 
that will destroy some plants, and 
vacancies in a row are difficult to 
fill. For the same reason thinning 
should be a gradual process, begin- 
ning when plants are large enough 
to handle and continuing until they 
reach at least half-size. This keeps 
spare plants available during the 
early weeks when accidents are most 
likely to destroy some.

Squash Borers Arc Arriving 


Squash vine borers may attack 


cucumbers, melons, cantaloupes, 
pumpkins and squashes. However, 
they are usually more severe in 
plants of pumpkins and squashes. 
Every gardener should know this de- 
structive enemy on sight, along with 
effective control measures as well as 
ways to prevent its ravages. 


When fully grown the squash vine 


borer measures about an inch in 
length and is easily identified by 
its white body and dark brown head. 
It feeds exclusively on the inside 
of cucurbit vines, burrowing into the 
basal stems near the ground level. 
Usually the first evidence that this 
pest is present Is seen m the vine 
,tp.s suddenly wilting. Then exami- 
nation may reveal cuttings at, the 
stem base where the grub has en- 
tered the vine. It is, as- already sug-. 
gc.stcd, advisable to suspect this 
enemy in plants of any cucurbits, 
especially .squashes and pumpkins. 


Control must, include prevention 


measures as well ns direct combat 
practices. Both require the gardener 
to know how the pest lives over win- 
ter and how it propagates. The life 
cycle is quite simple. 


In late June and early July small 


nioMi.s appear in the garden to lay 
t.hcir eggs on the under sides of 
the leaves, stems and basal portions 
of cucurbit plants. These hatch in 
6 to 15 days into small white grubs 
or larvae which burrow into the 
stems ns described above. The borer 
feeds outward through the vine for 
four to six weeks until it is fully 
grown. Then it emerRps and drops to 
tho ground where is burrows about 
two inches into the soil to spin an 
ovcr-w!ntcritif< cocoon about itself. 


Spontaneous ignition may occur 


in damp hay, grain, straw or ma- 
nure, in wet sacks, "ordinary trash 
heaps. Old clothing, mops, and oil 
rags arc constant sources of this 
danger. 


Never stand in front of a door or 


window when it is being opened in 
case of fire. Pry open doors and win- 
dows—Do not break -them in. 


Keep doors and windows closed 


until firemen and equipment are 
ready to begin the work of extin- 
guishing the fire. 


When hay begins to heat after 


it is m the mow. place a thermome- 
ter' in a pipe and thrust it down 
into the hay to obtain a reading— 
about 15 minutes is sufficient. If 
the reading is 140 to 150 degrees F. 
continue to observe closely; if 160 to 
170, 
continue to take readings at 


least twice a day; if 180 to 190, shut 
off ventilation 
and remove 
hay 


carefully; if 195 or higher, soak hay 
and remove it from the building.
